Lo.NDOS', May 24.— A scandal baa devel- 
oped aa IV sequel of the visit of tho Czare- 
witch to Colombo, in the eourso of his com- 
prehensive Oriental excursion. It seems 
that the royal visitor on departing from that 
city left a nninher of valuable pre-ieiits to be 
<li»lril)uted among the oflicials whose duly 
und pleasure it had been to entertain him. 
In this he siinpiy followed the universal eua- 
toni on similar occasions. A dillicnlty aro-io, 
however, over the distribution of the yiits. 
The iicwspapeia printed a statement, evi- 
dently oflioial, ilesoriliing the presents, ami 
giving the iianiea of the persons who wore to 
receive thein. Mr.- Pearoe, nianaxer of the 
Ceylon railway, was, aecoiding to this 
schedule, to become recipient of a scarf pin 
«nb in rubies and dinmoiuU. Ho was natur- 
ally sonlCwh^t disappointed when the 
British consul, with whom the Rifts had 
been lift by the Czerewiteh for dis- 
posal, handed him a not very expensive 
sapphire ring as his share of the windiall. 
Mr. Pcarco roturned the ring to tho consul, 
with an inquiry whether a mistake had not 
lieon miide, and intimatinp very plainly that 
he coiiaideiod himself entitled to a scarf 
pin, set in rubies and diamonds. The con- 
sul responded by sending tho dissatisfied 
manager a pin set in the same sappliiri's 
which had been in the rejected ring This 
was returned, with a demand for tho pre- 
sent left by the Czarowiteh, and a throat to 
sue tho consul unless the desired article was 
forthcoming. The matter has finally been 
referred to the governor, Sir Arthur Have- 
lock, for settlement' It is said that 
other prciminent . o£Sctal8, besides the con- 
sul, are implicated in the unpleasant afifuir. 

Bllnerit' Mectlus rrohlbitetl. 

Berlin, May 24. — The dischargod miners 
of tho Bechuin district called a meeting for 
to.day, for tho discussion of their grievances, 
but the police prohibited the gathering and 
placed a strong guard around the hull in 
which it WASiprbpoBedi.^^ the demon 
slruiion. The 'men'^tniide no attempt at 
violence, and tire endeavoring to find some 
other way of carrying out their plans with- 
out incurring the interference of fhe author- 
ities. The incident is commented upon by 
socialists, as showing the hollowness of the 
promises made by tho Emperor that tho 
miners should bo more reasonably treated, 

The Went Derby Tacancr. 

LONDOK, May 24.— The decision of the 
West Derby Liberals to join the Conserva- 
tives in electing Victor Cavandish to sue 
ceed his father, the late Lord Edward Cav- 
endish, in the House of Commons, has c^us 
ed a disruption ni the policy of the Liberal 
Ciiiiip in that district. Thedissentantsfrom 
the policy of the majority in this matter are 
enough to make serious trouble, und they 
have already set about making it. They 
lm\'e loudly appealed to tho party at large, 
and the great Liberal wire-puller, Mr. 
Schnadhotst,'- has been sent to West Derby 
to form a new - organization of - Liberal 
straightouts, and:CCyduct a^fight for the 
vacant seat. The nominee has not yet been 
announced.

London, May 24.— The docket of the 
divorce court for its coming session is the 
heaviest for years.

Hamiii'ki;, May 24. — Nineteen ship own- 
ers of Liverpool and Leith have paid a visit 
of inspection to this city for the purpos-; of 
ascertaining whether it will be feasible to 
iiu ruase the sailinp of their vessels. The 
obj ct is to lessen tho liability to delays 
and expense on tiecount nf 1 dior troiililci. 
Tlie visitois were received by the (ii-riiiiui 
aulliorities with tho greatest atteiiii.>ii, and 
seemed well pleased with the result of their 
trip.

LoNDOX, May 24.— It was a lucky day for 
tho managers of the Monte Carlo Casino 
when, In studying.' how to avoid being b ed 
by journiilistie blaokiiiailers, tln-y hit on tho 
pliin of devoting [lart of tlu'if ill-f^otli n 
gains to the fnrinntlon of wliat l^rince l!is- 
marek would have called a "reptile fund," 
for the purpose of Hubsidiziiig the puri hase- 
iible press iu tluir intetcit. Since tlmt 
time the world has been edilied from lime 
to time by ciroumHtiintial nccoiinia of the 
most tr.^niondous runs of liiek on tho part of 
frcqueiiterH of the Monte Carlo t'll-h a, and 
winnings have la en reported as of common 
occurroneo sulhcicnt to break the b. nk, 
1 hough it had been backed h\ tho lioths- 
chiMs. That these ingenuous baits huvu 
been swallowed, is apparent from tho in- 
creased attendance at the salons. The 
latest iitory of the kind was to the effect 



that the Duchess of Montrose had left 
Monte Carlo richer by 250,000 frunca than 
she arrived there. Following up this, came 
a rush to the famous gambling place, the 
crowds being larger than ever known there 
before. Tho receipts of the bank in the 
past month have been something fabulous, 
and us one result there have been no less 
than seven suicides of ruined players since 
tho first of May. Tho last self-murder to 
be recorded is that of a Bavarian banker, 
who is said tq have lost a million franca of 
his own and his clients' money. 

Lit Their Own t'liiieral I'yrc. 

Bi'ZULlK, May 24. — Two ohildreu, who had 
been left in a farm house on the outskirts of 
Sprottciiu, Prussia, by their parents, yes- 
terday, accidentally set fire to the dwelling, 
and perished in the burning structure. A 
high wind was prevailing at tho time, caus- 
ing the lire to spread to adjacent buildings, 
and before the conflagration could be 
cheeked, eighteen houses were destroyed.

LisnoN, Muy 23. — Tho following new

liHRLlN, May 24.— There has been a 
striking increase iu i.he number of suicides 
in (jermany during the present year. The 
tendency to self-destruction is most notice- 
able in the larger cities. There are on 
average three suicides a day in Berlin, and 
two in Hamburg. The victims are mainly 
of the working classes, and the predoiiiin 
ance of domestic servants in the list of such 
cases fs a matter of remark.

LiSBOM, May 24. — The government con 
firms the statements as to the conflict be- 
tween thb British and Portuguese at Pun 
give, but no details are given. . 

On n Cbarice of nieh Treason. 

PakiS; May 24. — Emilo Tripone, a French 
artillery officer, has been arrested on a 
charge of high treason, in being an agent 
of the Armstrongs, the IJritiah gun minu- 
facturers. Turpin. the inventor, of mela- 
nite, has published a pamphlet churgin 
Tripone with stealing tuid selling the 
secret of the manufacture to the Arm- 
strongs. The French police seized the 
pamphlet and also arrested Turpin at his 
laboratory on Saturday night, the object of 
arresting both being -to sift the matter 
thoroughly. " 

The French Derby. 

Pai'.i.s, May 24.— The French Derby, 
(Prix de Jockey Club) was won to-day by 
Emaka, by Farepidit, dam Energetic. 
Hardy, the promising three-year old of 
Camille Blanc, generally expected to win, 
was second.

Tim UEl'UULICAN MOViiMKNT IN .SPAIN. 

London-, May 24.— A Madrid dispatch 
says the Government is gravely alarmed 
ovei- the growing strcugtli of tho republioau 
maveineut in .Spain. Since tlieir victories 
in tho municipal elections, the republicans 
have been trying to recover from the de- 
pression into which they were thrown by 
the overwhelming triumph of the royalists 
in tho early part of the year, and they are 
both resolute and demonstnitiva in assert- 
ing their opposition to nionarchisin. In 
Madrid, where the republicans scored are- 
mai kablo success, the newspapers of the 
party are outspoken in calling for reform 
and retreachineut in the nitioual and local 
adinlhistratlon, while there ia no con- 
cealment of sympatliy with the re- 
publican agitation in Portugal. The 
tour of President Carnot is also com- 
mented on as showing the stability of 
republican institutions in France. Another 
uneasy fe-iture of the Spiiniah situation 
is the vitality of the Carlistt<, who are 
as bitter against the present dynasty as 
tho republicans. The general impression 
in Europe has been that tho Carliat move- 
ment woB dead. Such is evidently not 
tho case when men of that party control 
liiibiloa, Vittoria, Toledo, Coidova, and 
other important places; where the Curlists 
have been supposed to be iu an unsignifi- 
cant tninority. Between tho republican 
and tho Carliats the government, Qu«<S«. 
Christina and Scnor Canova have a diflV- 
cult job, notwithstanding the large adminis- 
tration majority in the Cortes, ^ . 

THE BnSSUX IMFERIAt FAUIL7. 

St. PeterabuTg advices state that the 
Grand Duke Michael, uncle of the Em- 
peror, ia about to retire from the office of 
president of the council of state. The 
Grand Duke is the father of the young 
Michael, whoso marriage to the Countess of 
Moremberg, without the consent of the 
Czar, has caused so much trouble in tho Im- 
perial family. Since the death of his wife, 
the Grand Duchess Olca, probably by 
poison, the Duke has shown but little inter- 
est in affairs of state. During the 
gorgeous funeral, by which the Czar 
tried to make up in some degree for 
his harshness to the late Grand Duchess, 
Michael was hardly able to letter by the 
side of the Czar. He has ever since been in 
a condition of anguish half bordering on in- 
sanity. In retiring from the council, he 
takes from that important body the chief 
influence in favor of liberal measures, and 
leaves the reaotioiiary element in controL 
The Grand Duke Vladimir, eldest brother 
of the Czar, will succeed to tho presidency. 
He is a xnonouuced pan-Slavist, a hater of 
the .lows and c.-cn more of a Russian than 
tho Czar himself. 

Tin: >E\V AUCIIDISIIOl' OK TOIIK. 

The Rev. Dr. McLagan, the new Arch- 
bishop of York, is a Scotchman of liberal 
tendencies, from a religious point of view, 
and tho very contrast of his predecessor. 
Dr. Magee, who was never so happy aa 
when in a controversy. Bishop McLag.in, 
however, is not liberal iu paints of dis- 
cipline, and the lax among the clergy need 
expect no mercy at his hands.

The anniversary of the Queen s Birthdi^y 
fnlliug yesterday, occasion was taken by t ^J, 
menibirs of the two local lodges of jjj^ 
Sons of England ("Alexandrn ' and jj^ije 
of the Island") to march in procee^jp^ 
St. John's church and assist by t ^^jj. p,.e. 
Bciice and contributions in the ar ,f vices and 
the object for which the co' jeotion was 
taken up. The church had ^^^^^^ uppio- 
priutely decorated with fl"*^^ ^aml hauuers ; 
the font was filled witli imnrguerites and 
other flowers, while in /Iront of the altar 
rail other lloral orniin J,,., were disposed. 
The occasion being I'^nraity Sunday, the en- 
tire service was r^jypfoprintc to the day. 
Rev. P. Jenna to ua his text: "Honor 
all nun, fear T^^;^ lienor the King." He 
obBerved Lliat i^te presence in this church, 
to-day, of ^^ho Sons of England 
was not without its significance. 
It ijhow.t,^ tliat its members were 
good ci*,li«i-3 and loyul subjects, wiio had 
come 'jere to celebrntu tlie sevciity-aecond 
anni.sersary of the birlh of Queen Victoria, 
to whose personal and public qiialitioa he 
vrtirmly testified, lie recalled tlie occasion 
of her being called to the throne fifty -four 
years ago, since whicli time her reign had 
been remarkable for tlie progress which liad 
bein achieved. The growth of tho Empire 
had been marvellous. He glanced at the 
woi derful expansion and consolidation of 
tlie Australian colonies, tho creation of the 
Indian Empire, and tlie opening up and the 
colonization of Afiica, together with the 
union of the segregated colonies of which 
this Province formed ii part, the entire Em- 
pire being from every point of view tlie 
marvel of tho world. He next dwelt upon 
'. the unparallelled growth of comnierce, and 

f lanced at the substantial growth which 
ad taken place. During the last fifty-four 
' years tho application of steam power hud 
been created and fully developed, 
although the principle had been previously 
undersiood. Then electricity had made 
wonderful strides, it being impossible at 
present to see the vast uses to which it 
might be put. Fifty years ago tho out- 
look for the working classes was almost 
as dark hs that of the people in Siberia, 
but now they were able to live with all 
those comforts and enjoyments that were 
tlicu kuowu to only the few. Since then 
there has come a general ucquaiutanco 
with things in the universe as well as 
with what was daily taking place in tho 
most distant parts, while the transit round 
the worlil could be miulo in as few weeks 
R= i' til", was m 'ullia. In ull tlieso direc- 
ts ma itjwas well to remenibcr that the 
^) ighsh had taken the lead. He enlarged 
Witn extreme sat sfaction upon the manner 
in which international questions were now 
settle.! by arbitration instead of by going 
tu war at the coat of yreat bloodshed unit 
BuB'eriug. He spoke of the growth 
of the sentiment of palriotia in remar- 
king that some pccplo were inclined 
to b.iast tluit they were cosmopolitan in 
their ffcliiig^i, notwithstanding that the 
cheriahiug of that idea imperilled the love 
of home. He was proud to say that tlie 
finglish people were remarkable for their 
love of couutry and were proud of the Union 
Jack. Speaking of the Order of the Sons of 
England, he said that he had taken pains to 
look over its constitution, and agreed that 
it was one to wWich every workingman 
should belong, as it was a benevolent, and 
no6 tt charitable institution. The word, 
i,;..iBhari,ty, he noticed, could be used in a 
wrong sense. This benevolent institution 
*' united Englishmen in all parts of the globe. 
:It wjLs for their mutual benefit, its advan- 
tages not being extended in the_ way of cold 
charity, but as an absolute rigEt. The or- 
; ' der was founded on the same - principles ,. as 
life.iniiurance., By it mea were able to ais^ 
«8t each other in time , of sickness, and at 
the. time -of death . in' looking after 
the widows aud orphans. It was 
essentially an English society. (Here tho 
rev. gentleman proceeded to draw u par- 
allel lietiveeii it and the other societies 
having difierent ohjecta.) The most worthy 
members of society were not exempt from 
sickneas or sorrow, aud frequently the most 
virtuous were the greatest sutlerers. He 
spoke of the Saviour aa taking a special in- 
terest in the affairs of liuininity, dwelling 
with no little force upon the spectacle of 
Christ weeping over Jerusalem. Ho con- 
clude<l by making a special appeal for con- 
tributions to the organ, towarda which the 
Sons of Enf^huid bad desired to render their 
assistance. 

At the conclusion of tho service, "God 
save the Queen '' having been sung, the 
members marched along Douglas and Gov- 
ernment streets to their lodge room, where 
hearty votes of thanks were passed to Rev. 
Mr. .Jenns and the ladies and authorities of 
St. ilolin's church. 

Although the new oikuii has not yet been 
completed, in tone and compass it fully 
, realizes the most sanguine expectations, and 
many were the expressions of sati f.ioiion 
by meir.bera of the ininiense congregation 
which crowded the church. It is possessed 
of a wonderful amount of mellowness, and 
the array of stops with which it is supplied 
very materially add to its beauty and 
capacity. It was presided over by Mr. 
Hookway, who opened the- service with a 
selection from the "Stabat Muter," 
Mendelssohn's "Athalie" being played as 
the congregation mored out. Jackson's 
"Te I>eum" was song, also Stayner'a 
"What are these arrayed in white?" 
' These pieces, as well as the variations of tlio 
entire musical service proved to be a very 
efficient test, to which the response was all 
that could bo desired. In his appeal for tho 
organ fund, thu rector of tho church could 
not fail to have had an excellent argument in 
the iustrunicnt itself.

QDICKSIL7ES. 

ExtenslTW Deposit Iiocated on Seobart 
Channel, Barclay Sound. 

William Etheridge, an enthusiastic 
prospector, who has been traversing the 
wild region of the west coast of Vancouver 
Island for the past year, discovered what 
gives promise of developing into an ex 
tensive cinnabar deposit on Sechart 
Channel, an inlet of mir«l&y Sound. This 
he located in September, of last year, and 
took in with 'him another prospector named 
James Jameson, for the purpose of assisting 
in the development of the property. 
Nothing was done, however, except some 
slight development work, until the find was 
Ivought to the attention of a number of 
nining men, who became interested in the 
proposition, and an expert examined the 
deposit. His report was so satisfactory 
that a number of Victoria capitalists have 
taken the matter in hand, and will spend a 
sufficient amount on the property to deter- 
mine its permanence and value. .Surface 
indications show that there is a deposit 
thirty or forty feet in width of cinnabar, 
carrying native quicksilTer. The location 
of the deposit is about 135 miles from Vic- 
toria, within half - a - mile of deep 
water on Sechart Channel, Barclay 
Sound. There is plenty of fuel 
on the densely wooded slopes of the Inlet to 
furnish a continuous and cheap supply, and 
should the deposit prove as good as it is ex- 
pected the quicksilver can be extracted at a 
very low figure per ton of ore. 

At the present the chief supply of i|uick- 
silver is furnislied liy California and Spanish 
mines, other countries contributing a small 
proportion. There is a large demand for 
the mineral in tho United States and tioutb 
America, the price per pound in the for- 
mer being 50 cents. Assays from the 
.Sechart mineral claim prove it of a value of 
'20 pounds to the ton. This will pay a 
handsomo profit should the deposit prove 
cciiisiderable in extent, and will be the 
means of establishing a new induntry adja- 
cent to Victoria,' 

The same prospector who discovered the 
cinnabar states that he also uno:)Vcred a 
silver lead, and an . extensive body of iron 
ore of large per centage has also been found 
oil Barclay Sound. Thorough prospecting 
of the West Coast district may (ieve^lop an 
astounding wealth of minerals.

New York, May 2.^.— The gtoumship-' 
Finance, which arrived here yesterday from 
Brazil, brings somo interesting news of 
affuira in Chili.

Hero we see Victoria, as regards ita con- 
tribution to the revenue, in tlie first rmik. 
How is it with respect to the money spent 
in it for public improvements ? Wo venture 
to say that it is umong the lowest, If it is 
not the very lowest. la this fair? If the 
editor of the News-Advertiser thinks that 
he can, by falsehood, by miaropresontation, 
and by meun nnd envious insinuations, dotor 
us from demanding fair pUvy for Victoria ho 
is very grra.tl3r mlBtaken. 

The article on which wo have been com- 
menting, contains disparngiug allusions to 
Victoria. We will not follow the bud 
example of our contemporary. It is begin- 
ning to be admitted by all sensible men 
that the mean and narrow-minded Van- 
couverites, who cannot mention Victoria 
without a sneer and a disparaging remark, 
do Victoria no harm whatever, uud do not 
advance Vancouver's interesto in the very 
least. 



A SNUAKING CENSOR. 

The attempt tliat tlie CoLOJflST is m?ik- 
ing to get the D.iminion Government to do 
justice to Victoria, in the matter of public 
improvements, lias moved the editor of the 
t.; Vancoviver News-Advertiser to write an ar- 
ticle which is not only, aa he admits it is, 
"coarse and brutal," but mean and untruth- 
ful. He tries to m ike lliu re;ulors of liid 
paper believe that the politica of Victoria 
"miiy be sum'nied up very piecisely and 
truly in the one word— siibsidies." The 

• editor of the yancouver News-Advertiser 
knows thtit thiis is the reverse of true. Ho 
knows, that although the citizens of Victoria 
have not been satisfied with the way they 
have been treated by tlie (Icncral Oovcrn- 
nient, und although the Oppcisitioii candi- 
dates, at the last general election, tried to 
make the discontent which they - knew to be 
so general servo their purpose, Victoria gave 
the Government ita hearty support. The 
electors, in spite of the neglect and injustice 
with which they had been tioated, returned 
the Govornmeiit candidates by swocpiiij,' ma- 
jorities. This discontent w.is so general that 
it extended to the candidates themselves, as 
was proved by Col. Prior's very vigorous 
letter to the Premier, which was publisliod 
The Col-ONisT, too, although it knew that 
Victoria had not received the consideration 
at the hunda of the men in power, wliich its 
importance as a commercial and revenue- 
contributing olty demanded, ■advocated the 
causs of the Government vigorously and 
persistently, and, aa the event showed, 
sucuessfuUy. This of itself x^roves that the 
News-Advertiser's accusation is a^ false as 
it is mean and uncalled for. 

If the only politics of the electors and the 
neVspapers of Victoria is, as the Newf- 
A lvertieer states, subsidies, they would have 
pursued a very dilTerent policy at the last 
el action. They would have acted as they 
v/na advised by those wlio told them tliut 
they would never get justice froiu Ottawa 
until they sent men to Parliament to oppote 

.the Government. " The Glovernment," 
they declared, "are sure of Victoria, there- 
fore they neglect it and treat it unjustly. 
If it returned two Opposition members it 
would iiiipresa the Government with the 
nccessityof treating it fairly. " ButVictorians 
turned a deaf oar to the tempter and 

; voted for the GoveromeDt's candidates be- 

' cause they approved of the Government's 
. policy.' They made no terms with those 
candidates, they exacted from them no 
pledges, but gave them their hearty and 
alinoat enthusiastic support, not for sub- 
sidies, but on principle. Thoy do not 
regret having done this, but they are de- 
termined not.tosabmitto what tliey consider 
injustice tamely and'.quielly. And because 
they ask for what they know that they 
are in fairness entitled to, the untruthful 
editor of the Newa-Advertiaer iiccuaes 
them of being "sordid" and having no other 
object in the political action they tako 
thau to got money from the Dominion 
Treaguryi , . ' . , 

Those who know how cities in the east- 
ern parts of the Dominion of far less ini- 
portunco tlimi Victoria are treated in the 
nutter of public irnprovemoiita, will wonder 
at the patience with whicb Victoria sub- 
mits to cross and glaring injustice. Tho 
Eastern towns get fine public buildings 
when they are needed^ railways running 
to them or past them are subsidised. Those 
of tliem tliat liave liiirliora get piers and 
breakwaters and other improve incuts. Yet 
tlicro tire few of them that have so many 
und such strong claims on the Dominion 
Government aa Victoria. Let those who 
have any knowledge ot the Eastern oitids 
compare what has been expended in tliom 
for public buildings and harbor works with 
what h is been spent on such structures ;ind 
irnproveiimnts in Victoria, and tlioy will 
not bo surprised thit Victorians are not 
satisfied with the treatment they have re- 
ceived. Here is a list of Dominion cities

Mr. Gordon, AI.P., huB, we kcc, been 
writiii;; letters to tlie Government. He ia 
so proud of liis productions tliat he hii.s 
m.ide a motion to have them laid on the 
table of the House of Comnmns. Mr. Gor- 
don is determined that he shall not blush 
unseen or waste hia friigriiiice in the pigeon- 
holes of a tJovernnient (illioe. As might 1x1 
ex|)octed, Mr. Gordon ia indignant that a 
detacliiiient of Battery "C" waa sent to 
Wellington, last summer. He protests 
against the action of the three Victoria 
magiatratos who signed tho requisition to 
Col. Holmes. In doing this, he nses lan- 
guage the reverse of pai liaiiit-iitary. Mr. 
Gordon forgets liis good nuitiners, if he over 
bad any, when, in hia wratli, he calls them 
"scoundrels." Now, of course, every al- 
lowance should be made for a member of 
Parliament who wants to show his constitu- 
ents how zealous lie ia in their cause, and 
how deeply he synip;ithise3 with tliein, but 
they would, we think, be satiaticd with 
soiiHi milder epithet than " scoutidiel. " 
Porhapa the hon. member for Nunaiino is 
tlie best judge of the volne in vot^ of that 
very strong word, but he should have 
remembered that these three tnagistratea are 
very well known in tliis coiriniunity, and 
that there arc people in British Columbin 
who might institute comparianns between 
them and him which would not be alto- 
gether in bis favor. They might say that 
there is not one of tboi^e gentlemen who is 
not Mr. Gordon's superiqr in intelligence, 
and wild does not, to say. tHe very least, 
bear as good a reputution for everything 
that goes to make a good citizen and a re- 
spectaldo member of society as he. Wcarc, 
we think, a good deal >(ritbin,, bounds when 
we say this. How would Mr. Gordon feci 
if one of them, in a letter to a member of 
the Government, denounced him aa a 
"sjoundrel?" Would ho not siy, und be 
justified in saying, that the very circtim- 
stanco of bis nsini; the designation in such a 
atntcment, and for such a canse, showed 
that ho was neither a gentleman nor a man 
of sense 1 Mr. Gordon, no doubt, knows 
that a gentleman respects himself too mucli 
to use coarse ami unseemly langunge in 
either Iiis conversation or liis letters, and he 
kiinwa, too, tluit no man of sense will condemn 
nu n aa acou lulrels for doing what they believe 
to bo their duty, even if he is convinced 
they have made a mistake. His experience 
must have shown him that gentlemen and 
men of sense are alwtiys ready to make tlie 
proper allowances for otlioia, and that they 
never speak of an error in judgment as if it 
were a crime. As Mr. Gordon would 
rosent the opprobious term being applied to 
him, and would condemn those who used it, 
ho must not therefore be surprised if those 
who read bis letter come to conchisinns re- 
garding him thtit are not exactly favorable. 

We, for our part, cannot see what malte." 
Mr, Gordon ao fearfully imlignant. Admit- 
ting, for argument sake, that tlio three 
magistrates did make a mistake in signing 
the requisition for the soldiers. This, of 
course, implies that the manager of tlie 
mine, who ia cooaidered a pretty alirewd 
man, was mistaken, and that tlio minors, 
wlio are not as a rule timid, were also mis- 
taken, und that tho danger which nil con- 
nected with the VVellinistop mines wished to 
guard ogainst waa purely imaginury— thisis 
a very strong assuiiiption, but to please Mr. 
Gordon we will make it. This being tlio 
case, we iisk, whiit Iiiiriii did sending the 
soldiers to Wellington do any one? The 
men interfered with no one. No law-abid 
ing subject- of the Queen .need pay tho 
least attention to tliein, or go one 
single inch out of his wuv, because they 
were there. The Wellington miners felt 
safe while thoy were at liund, and not a 
single soul wiia a hair the wor.so for their 
presence in Wellington. Even the strikers 
did not discontinue their processions on 
their account. What is there, therefore, to 
complain about, ond to write lettera to tho 
Department ot Militia and other depart 
ments about ? The object for which the 
aoldicra were sent to Wellington waa ut 
toined. There ivaa no riot, no disorder, tho 
peace was preserved. What would' hove 
happened if the soldiers had not been sent 
there, no mortal man can suy with nny ap- 
proach to certtiinty. All that is known is 
whut did luippen, and as all's well that ends 
well, what ia tho use of making a fuss about 
sending soIdicr.H to Wellington ? 

We HOG, thnvefore, that, even If the mag 
istratca were inistaken and no danger really 
existed, sendin? the soldiers to Wellington 
injured no one. But if thoy nnd those who 
applied to them were not mistaken, that 



there was danger of a serious disturbance, 
and that sending tlin soldiers to Wellington 
averted a grave calamity, then the mitgis- 
trates in signing the requisition did the 
province jgood service. 

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 

We find in the Orcgonian ot tho 2'2nd

A FAMOUS DUELIST. 

Tale* of Alex. K. JlcCluug:, Onbo the Ter- 
ror uf tlio AtlHKUSliipi. 

Thirty-five years ago the name oi 
Alexander K. McClunff was known and 
feared all over the State of Mississippi, 
sjvys the St. Louis Globo-Dcmouriit. He 
had come out of the Mexican war with 
a dangeroiis wound, roceivetl at tlic 
atorrapig of Monterey, ^vllilc at the 
head of his regiment; lie had killed 
several men in street encounters and 
under the cruel code duello, and he was 
known as a man of dauntless courage 
and imperious temper. Few men of his 
day entered life with fairer prospects 
of aeliievinf an honorable and enduring 
fame. In some respects he was a nat- 
ural "Admirable Crichton" among men. 

Jl<j n65 pos5eij?ed of a magnifi- 
uCnt physiflue, and woB a. torn soldier 
poet, orator; but he died before his 
splendid gifts had hardly begun to ger- 
minate. 

The curious lover of reminiscences 
has only to broach the subject of "Mc- 
Clung" to old residents to hear thrilling 
incidents of the desperado-duelist's do- 
ings. Occasionally they were of a hu- 
morous character. Upon one occasion 
Colonel MeC'lung became enraged at an 
acquainUmce in a public place, but in- 
stead of sending the usual formal 
challenge, he kicked the offending 
party out of the front door. A short 
time after this, at another public place, 
JlcClung saw the same person kick an- 
other man out the door. Very much 
amused and now in a pood humor, the 
duelist pleasantly called attoiition to 
the coincidence between this and then: 
own recontcr. 

"That's all right. Colonel McClung," 
retorted the kicltcd kicker, "you and I 
know who to kick." 

Tradition says he never quailed be- 
.fore^danger or seemed to be satisfied 
wit^x thO; courage of bis antagonist ex- 
cept upotl one occasion. Having passed 
a challenge, the offender chose bowie 
knives in a dark room. Each was to 
take his stand in an opposite comer, 
when, upon a given signal, the seconds 
were to extinguish the lights, lock the 
door and retire; then the two %verc to 
meet and cut till one or both were 
killed or satisfied. Knowing McClung 
to bo expert with pistol, sword and 
knife, the challenged party remained 
perfectly still in liis corner, ^vhilc the 
desperado went phuit';lng around in the 
doA'k like a mudnutu, hacking and slash- 
ing as if in close encoimter. Finally, 
after several minutes of this terrific 
test of the nervous system, unable to 
find his antagonist, yet feeling con- 
scious that he himself was in mortal 
<kir.,';('r, it is saidiiis courage for the time 
fr.ilcd liini, and the liero of a dozen des- 
perate figlits stopped short and cried 
out:,i:';f^Vhprc are you?" and demanded 
that the door be opened. He was satis- 
lied. 'When the lights were restored 
Colonel McClung was white as a sheet. 

Upon another occasion he made an 
insulting remark to a little fellow whom 
Re could almost have carried around 
upon his shoulder, for physical strength 
.' was another of his natural gifts. To 
his surprise and amazement the man 
proved game. Walking up to his tow- 
ering antagonist' and sholcing his fist 
he exclaimed: 

"CoFonel McClung! I'll let you know, 
sir, I'm no sardine if you arc a whalol" 

JtlcClung laughingly shook han%s 
witli him on the spot an^^^ 

An anecdote is related of Colonel M<i- 
Clung, which may or may not be Gos- 
pel tmth, but it is at lea.st plausible as 
being in line with his well-known char- 
acter. The storj' gcjes that he was in 
the habit of visiting a lady at Mobile 
whom he admired. One evening when 
calling he noticed that-.. She? seemed 
nervous and agitated. He understood 
whj' when a heavy step sounded along 
the corridor and a brisk knock came on 
the door, which had been liurriedly 
closed by the lady. The knock was 
followed by a gruff voice demanding 
admission.,Tlie fair ope explained to the 
Colonel that they wore both in imminent 
peril, as tho gentleman on the outside 
was a river captain who came to town 
periodically and in.sistcd much against 
her will on visiting her. 

"Let him inl" said McClung. 

"Oh, but he'll kill us!" said the poor 
lady. 

"Never yod mind about tliat: you let 
him in," said the gc.Uant Mississippian. 

The outsider Wius getting furious by 
this time, and when the door was 
opened lie fairly glared at the man h« 
looked upon as an intruder. 

"See here, young man," he yelled, 
"( linil) out of here, and don't waste any 
time." 

Colonel McClung was reclining on a 
sofa, ' his head resting easily on his 
hand. Witliout changing his position 

he simplj' aslcod tlie river man: 
"Do you know wlio I iim, hir'?" 
"No, and the difference; you clear 

out." 

Still, without makings a. movement, 
McClung drawled; 

"Well, Z am from Mississippi, and 
my name is Alexander McClung. I'll 
give you ten seconds to vacate the room. " 

"I have time to spare. Colonel," said 
the Captain, as he made a bee line for 
the door. 

Colonel McClung was found dead in 
his hotel at .Jackson, weltering in iiis 
blood, with one of his dueling pistols 
lying by his side. No doubt existed 
but that he had taken his own life. The 
causes generally given are two — re- 
morse because of the men he had slain, 
arid disappointment In not receiving a 
foreign office at the hands of the Whig 
atlministration ho had worked" to place 
In power so far as Mississippi was con- 
cerned.

FATAL OUTCOME OK A DUEL. 

A Beautiful Woman, a Wcultliy Nobk'uuui 
ami an linexiilainaljlo Mystery. 

CHlc.vtiO, May — Chicago was tho 
scene of a genuine romance, to-day, with 
all the Oriental featui'ca — a wealthy noble- 
man, a bi'autiful woman, a duel and a 
ii.yatcry. Baron Rudolf Kalnoky <le Koras- 
petaka, a nephew of Count Kalnoky, of 
Vienna, arrived here .i mouth ago and 
rcjiistered at the Richelieu merely as 
" Rudolph Kalno^," of New York. Wliilc 
in America be became infatuated with Miss 
Millie 'Atherton, a member of the Dull' 
company. She led the Baron a ilo'ef'il 'ifo, 
both here and in the other cities to which 
he followed her. She constantly kept before 
him that she could never become his 
wife, as her heart was already given 
to one for whoso sake sho would shortly end 
her stage life.
